The proposal to found a Chinn Associa’ 
in London is one which should meet’ 
warm support from’ all: old China ‘bands, 
Tha ovensions on which such an association 
would bos called upon for active exertion may 
parhapa not be very numerous, but the value 
of the service it would-beable to render when 
queationa calling for strong represantation-nt 
the Foreign Office came up would be almost 
incalculable. British merchants interested in 
the Ohina trade bave no special organisation 
in England to represent thoirintorests, Atthe 
various Treaty ports there are the Chambers 
of Commarce, and tho’ London Chamber of 
Commerce has an India and China section, 
but what is wanted is np association having 
its head quarters in London devoting ita 
atttention. exclusively to our commercial 
relations with China, an associntion including 
in its membership all firms baying connee- 
tions with’ Chinn that might be desirous of 
joining it. Tho executive committee would; 
whonever any questions nrose whieh might 
properly be suppsded to come within the 
province of the association, place itself in 
communication - with: the. Foreign * Office, 
which would naturally be glad to have the 
aseiatance of “sacha practical body in die- 
posing ‘of them.” “The. loeal Chambers. of 
Commerce . at the. Treaty’ Perts would asa 
matter of course maintnin  eorrespoodence 
with the China Askociation in London, -and 
by makin their representations through ite 
channel; ug wells to the Consuls or the 
Ministers in- Peking, they would be 
wore likely to secure prompt attens 
tion to ‘them, The want of touch 
hetween the Miniators. and communities at 
the Porta is notoriota. Representations from 
the latter are, it ia generally believed, not 
treated with very ‘great deference, while tha 
communities on their part know almost no- 
thing of what the Ministers are doing. A 
China Association in London, communicate 
ing directly with ‘the Foreign Office, would 
to some ‘extent, and we believe o large.ex- 
teut, remedy this state of things. As it 
would bs a-British Association. communicat- 
ing with the Br Government the divided 
freaponsibility ‘of. the - co-operative system 
which.seems to parélyae the action of the 
Ministors at Peking woufd be got rid. of. 
"The Chambers of Commeres at. the Porte'ara 
cogmopclitan bodies, who address their re- 
presentations, na a-rule, not to individual:
